A fter an Illness of about three 
weeks, Charles Linse, pioneer of La 
Crosse county and one of th e best 
known dairym en of the northw est, 
died a t I o’clock this m orning a t his 
home on the State Road Coulee road, 
aged 75 j’ears.

Mormon Coulee where decedent lived 
up to about twelve years ago, when 
he moved to a farm on th e State 
Road Coulee road, w here he conduct­ 
ed a m odern dairy farm up to the 
tim e of his leath.
